For the latter. » fairly bigh power of 
résistance seems to have been established, 
and internal parasites, at least can bo 
tolerated to a quite surprising extent.

In 1906 
J.-M, Nicoll found a ‘“‘rookery’’ of 
jackass penguins estimated at nine mil- 
‘lion birds, with an .enormous horde of 
cormorants, ond thousands of gulls and 
sacred ibises. The penguins, nesting in 
holes, wore fairly protected,— But. the egue 
and young of thr cormorants seemed to 
give subsistence, during the breeding 
season, to the gulls and ibises, and great
